New s of the agreem ent started lively speculation whether Hie 
chances of any presidential candidate would be aided or injured by 
the adjustm ent. 
The generally exposed first im p re sse r was that it 
would affect none of them except perhaps Senator Johnson. 
He im ­ 
m ediately hailed it as a victo ry fo r the principles he had advocat­ 
ed but it was pointed out that it probably would remove the oppor­ 
tunity w hich many delegates thought he wanted for impassioned de­ 
bate on the subject on the convention floor.
